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LONDON LETTER.

London, Aug. 17, 1861. 

An eminent German wiiier lias said, that if B 
father wished to commence the education of Ins 
hov with an awe for rcliu'ion, he should not take 
tlio youth first to the crowded and fashionable 
church, but to the empty cathedral and explain to 
the Wondering boy that it was there his forefathers 
used tn worship, and there where he delighted to 
come in his boyhood, anil now si life's meridian; 
and so, for etfoct and reflection, is it Hue. that the 
empty House of Parliament, where but an hour 
ago there was so much bustle ami talk (some need- 
less, some important) about the weightiest affaire, 
is likely to impress the mind more than when the 
House is filled with the curious heterogeneous 
multitude that constitute the legislative assembly 

of England. 

A NOVEL DEPUTATION. 
A few days before the closing of Parliament a 
body of strangers suddenly oritored the lobby of 
the House of Commons and Sled, under the di- 
rection of a leader. Into the left-hand corner. 
This 1-ader, a bustling, nimble, little man, kept 
them In order, and wasconstantly talking to them— 
to all appearances directing them how to behave 
and talk when the purpo-e for which they were 
brought there should approach accomplishment.

[n order to prevent li repetition of the scenes
